COMPLETE STORY OF THE HAPPENiNCGS 
DURING THE REBELLION IN DUBLIN

DUBLIN, May 1, vila London.—A 
return to normal conditions ts being 
uccomplishea gradually in Dublin, 
and it is now possible to give the first 
complete account of the happenings 
of the last week, in the light of in- 
formation obtained from authoritative 
sources, 

What occurred was as follows: 

Monday, the first move was a dish 
oy members of the Sinn Fein into the 
weneral post office, Many of these 
men were in the uniform of the Irish 
volunteers, a body formed at the time 
men of Ulster organized against grant- 
ing home sule to Ireland. The party 
worked quietly, compelling all officials 
to quit their posts, while they cut all 
the telegraphic communication, and 
posted sentinels at the doors and win- 
dows. 

Soon afterwards {firing opened in 
the neighboring streets, for the rebels 
immediately shot down any man in 
khaki. Several officers and men of 
the regular army thus fell, 

[Rebels Seize Other Points, 

The authorities, unprepared at first 
to deal with the uprising, ordered the 
police and soldiers to retire at once 
to their quarters, none of them being 
urmed. In the meantime, the rebels 
seized other points in the city, They 
established themselves at the city hall, 
Liberty Hall and St. Stephens Green, 
and also occupied many houses’ in 
Sackville street and the ide streets 
leading to it. ‘Thelr sentries patrolled 
blocks in thé centre of the city, and 
sharpshooters took up pusitions on 
the roofs and at the windows of 
houses. An attempt was made to 
selze ‘Dublin Castle, but the — little 
guard of Royal [rish constabulary 
und soldiers prevented the rebels from 
getting beyond the gate, at which they 


killed the policeman on duty. 
The authorities were powerless, 
with the forces at their disposal, The 


rebels, however, had failed to seize 
the telephone exchange, aad the au- 
thorities were able to send a call to 
the military officers at Camp Curragh, 
thirty miles away, and a considerable 
body of troops was immediately de- 
spatched to the capital.

FRIDAY—Sniping by rebel sharp- 
shooters had become so prevalent that 
it was decided to shell the post office 
and houses in its neyhborhood, Eight 
shells have been fired into the Young 
Men's Christian Association building, 
two into the Catholic Club, and two 
into the post office, when a cessation of 
the cannonade was ordered by a su- 
perior officer, as some “house had 
caught fire, and it was feared the en- 
tire city might be placed in peril. Ad- 
ditional fresh troops had arrived, und 
the cordon was further tightened, al- 
though this was accompanied by much 
fighting of a particularly dangerous 
type, every spot in the streets being in 
the danger zone, 

The rebels started fires in several 
places in the hope, it was reported, of 
the flames reaching the castle. On 
Friday night the sky for miles around 
was Illuminated and flames shot uy 
from many points, The green rebel 
flag that flew over the post office was 
sharply outlined by the glow. Rebels 
were seen walking on the roof, from 
which flames later increased in in- 
tensity, the already brilliant light en- 
veloping that part of the city, The 
rebels finally retired to the colliseum, 


Ask to Surrender, 
Saturday—Announcement was made 
that the leaders of the revolt had re- 
quested that they be allowed to sur- 
vender unconditionally, as their com- 
mander-in-chief, J, H. Pearce, had 
been wounded in the leg, and it was 
reported that James Connolly, com- 
mander of the rebel troops, had re- 
ceived a severe wound, How many of 
the rebels surrendered to the military 
with their leaders was not learned on 
this day, but their action brought 
about an immediate diminution of 
sniping, and the city became compara- 
tively quiet. Only two areas remained 
in possession of the rebels at night, 
and it Was Clearly seen that the mill- 
tary was forcingsthem into an ever 
narrower circle, which would eventu- 
ally bring about their capture, 
Some Were Disappointed, 
Isolated parties of snipers still con- 
tinue to pot at the troops, being evi- 
dently unaware of the capture of their 
leaders, The Associated Press repre- 
sentatives made two long tours 
through the city in order to obtain an 
idea of the sentiments of the popula- 
tion regarding the rebellion, Some 
men, chiefly of the transport workers’ 
class, were sullen, evidently having 
expected greater results from the 
movement, which had been in prepar- 
ation for a long time.

RETURN IS TABLED 
IN OTTAWA HOUSE 


General Hughes Offers His 
Explanation of Trans- 
action 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May i.—A return dealing 
with the sale of smal arms ammuni- 
tion for which kk, M. MacDonald mov- 
ed, was tabled in the House this after- 
noon by Sir Robert Borden, 

In brief the transaction concerns 
the sale of 8,000,000 rounds of defec- 
tive ammunition manufactured for the 
Ross rifle at the Dominion arsenal 
prior to the outbreak of the war. This 
ammunition was sold last autumn at 
$20 per thousand rounds through Col 
J. Wesley Allison, ostensibly to Vick- 
ers, Limited, fog machine gun testing 
purposes. Apparently it was soll 
without the authority of an order-in- 
council, and it is alleged by the aud!- 
tor general that it was sold at an ad- 
vance of about per cent, to” the 
British admiralty. 

The correspondence tabled contains 
the following letter from the auditor 
gseneral to the finance minister, under 
date of April 3 last, which outlines the 
story: 

. Auditor Gencral’s Letter, 

“Sir,—I beg to call your attention to 
a sale of ammuiaiiion made by the de-

partment of militia and defence. 
“Some time prior to the 3ist De- 
cember last this department = sold 
through Col. J. Wesley Allison, with- 
out the authority of the governor 
general in council, our 3,000,000 


rounds of ammunition at $20 per M. 

“The department haus been buying 
ammunition since the declaration of 
war at $33 per M, and has also been 
manufacturing ammunition at the 
Dominion arsenal at a cost of $54.60 
per M, consequently there has been a 
loss to the government on this trans- 
action of over $45,000, : 

“It is alleged that this ammunition 
has been sold to Vickers, Limited, for 
testing Purposes. T can hardly credit 
this statement owing to the magnitude 
of the sale, but if it were so why was 
it sold at such a low rate and why was 
it necessary to obtain the services of 
Col, Allison? 4 

“| have reason to believe that the 
nunition Was ve-sold at an ad- 
vance of about 25 per cent, and thut 
its destination "was not Vickers, Limi- 
ted. IT may be mistaken in this, but 
Col, Allison's connection with the 
transaction does not tend = to allay 
suspicions. 

“L wrote the department of militia 
ond defenge asking to be furnished 
with an order-in-council and also the 
particulars of the sale, but have had 
no reply. 

“rT have therefore to request that 
you obtain the approval of the gover- 
vor general in council for the sale and 
that you will also let me know why 
the rate was fixed at $20 per M.

General Hughes, in a memorandum, 
says the ammunition was regarded as 
defective, that the Canadian treasury 
received $20 for every thousand and 
that it was ordered and shipped to 
Vickers,

FOR SERVICES 


Col. Carnegie’s Salary $25,000 Per 
Year, and Gets $15,000 
Honorarium

OTTAWA, May 1,—The examina- 
tion of Col, David Carnegie in con- 
nection with the letting of twenty-two 
million dollars’ worth of Cause contracta 
to the International Arms and Fuse 
Company, and tie American Ammun- 
ition Company, of New York, was 
concluded by I. FF, Hellmuth, K. ¢., 
this afternoon before the Meredith- 
Puff commission and that side of the 
Kyte charges dealing with the alleged 
placing of contracts for cartridge 
cases with the Mdwards Valve Com- 
pany, of Chicago, was commenced, 

Towards the conclusion of the day 
Col. Carnegie Informed the commis- 
sion that he was receiving for his ser-

DR. CLARK OBJECTS TO 
CRITICISMS OF GOVT. 


Criticisms Essential to Ef- 
ficiency, .Says Hon. 
Frank Oliver 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, May 1—The war appro- 
priation for the current fiscal year 
of $250,000,000 was adopted tonight 
after a long discussion, There was no 
objection to the vote from any mem- 
ber on either side of the House. The 
opposition, however, criticised the 
government for a number of reasons, 
the chief allegation being that more 
particularly in the west and the mart- 
tline provinces, political patronage ex- 
ists in regard to the purchase of sup- 
plies, ete., for treops, 

In introducing the resolution, ir 
Robert Borden made a long state- 
ment dealing more particularly with 
the work which had been accomplish- 
ed by the militla department since the 
war ‘broke out. He spoke in high 
praise of the ability and industry of 
the officials, The premier gave de- 
tails of the number of enlistments and 
the money spent to date. Enlistments 
total 410,000, of whom (270,000 are 
are still effectives. (fhe expenditure 
has been upwards of 8162,000,000, 
He predicted an increase in the moye- 
ment of troops to the front. 

Wants Expenditure Minimized. 

A. K. McLean said that there would 
be no objection on the part of the 
opposition to the vote, but the govern- 
ment should endeavor to minimize 
the expenditure, There were many, 
evidences of patronage in connection 
with the administration of the depart- 
mest, he asserted. He complained 
that too many officers had been train- 
ed which was a needless expense. 

W. M. iMartin, of jRegina, in the 
course of a brief criticism, said that 
some of the officers im charge of regi- 
mente did not appear to have a pro 
per sense of their responsibilities. He 
gave as an instance the case of Robert 
Darrach, of Regina, who belonged to 
the 65th regiment. He Was taken iil 
on Monday, sent/to the hospital on 
Wednesday, and died on Friday. His 
parents lived near Regina, were noti 
fled of his illness jonly a few hour 
before his death, 

Dr. Clark's Views. 

The deba had developed 
discussion ¢ the extent to which 
party politics entered Into the work 
of the government in connection with 
the war, when Dr, Michael Clark rose 
and questioned “whether this discus- 

; sion should ever have taken place.’ 
(He thought some of the members 
were “losing « sense of proportion«tn 
the greatest crisis that this country 
or the world ;jhas ever passed 
through.” He added that in passing 
this vote he thought there should be 
“a note of clear support of the gov- 
ernment from this side of the House.” 
From his province 2,656 more mew 
had enlisted than was necessary to 
make up their quota of the 600,000 
Dr, Clark sald fhe was reasonably 
proud of this. The people of Alber@ 
were not so concerned as to where 
sugar was being got for the troope 
ag about the getting of the troops, 
lyr, Clork added that he was proud 
of being a cltiven of Canada becaune 
of what the present governmeny hax 
gone since the outbreak of this war. 
Hie believed now as he did at the be- 
winning of the war that the govern- 
ment and the most of its supporters 
were doing their utmost to furthers the 
prosecution of the war.

The Women’ s Civic Club 


“I like to think that the home has 


dwindled into the community, be- 
cause & woman's influence must pro 
ject beyond the home She is not 


much of a mother who only loves her 
own children; the true mother is the 
one who loves her own the best, and 
through her ows, projects all her in- 
fluence towards improving outward 
conditions, where other mother’s chil- 
drenjare working, thus making the go- 
ing easier for everyone.” 

Thus reasoned iMrs, Nellie*McClung 
yesterday afternoon while addressing 
the ‘Women's Civic’ Clnb in the Mac- 


donald, urging them to do their share | 


towtrds makwag the city beautiful, 

Instahcing the spirit of the hour, 
“You need me and 1 need you,” Mrs. 
McClung very strikingly opened the 
women's eyes to the fact that today 
is the day of co-operation, 

“Co-operation © differentiates man 
from the beast,” said the speaker, In 
cave dwelling days, man looked upon 
his brother mam, as a menace and kill- 
ed iim because ‘he felt that unless 
such course were taken, his rival 
might aneroach upon his food. 

Sound reasoning on an economic 
basts, because of the decrease of the 
divisor comes the increase of the quo- 
tient. 

(he Time of Co-Operation, 

It was when the primitive chased 
“the bear out of his cave and his 
rival killed it, with a subsequent equal 
division of the bear that Men realized 
their imterdependence upon one an- 
other that co-operation came _— into 
play. 

At this stage of her talk the author 
pointed out that the object of most 
women's associations was to help— 
row there are two types of women-—- 
the type who will come out and work, 
braving criticism, the other type who 
will eive no hefp but who will criti- 
cise, 

“Now if you won't all push the big 
elfariot of the Women’s Civie League 
upethe hill, you may take a ride, but 
don't drag your feet.’ We have as 
fine a lot of women in Edmonton as 
have ever bee, seen, and in a sense 
the eyes of the world are on the wo- 
men of the west, to see what use we 
make of our politieal freedom. 

What Women May /Do. 

Suggesting what. women might do 
the speaker thought that a depart- 
ment of the civic club might examine 
manufacturing concerns and bring 
home industries before the public up- 
holding the views of decided prefer- 
ence to home manufactures. 

The inauguration, of advisory 
clinte ‘by the Women's Civie club was 
strongly hinted at. to be presided over 
hy an experienced, kindly woman of 
the world with al training to whom 
people in inancial and other troubles 
could turn for advice, 


Town Planning Work, 

In the speaker's opinion there was 
no reason why a section of the club 
could not make town planning a speci- 
alty, working up a sentiment along 
these lines, for the systematic build- 
ing up of the cities of tomorrow, The 
German precision along these lines 
wus instanced with the dramatic in- 
junction ‘We do well to learn from 
our enemies.” To specialise was the 
speaker's advice, coincident with the 
warning against that fatal genius for 
martyrdom animating Women as a 
whole, 

“We are all bound together by ties, 
}and we do well to recognize them,” 
'she said while urging the = special 

training along special lines for women 
who should work co-operatively  to- 
wards a lofty goal. 

Preparation Needed, 

Almost every great undertaking in 
life has to have some preparation, ex- 
cept the great undertaking of home- 
making and motherhood, That is 
undertaken lightly, and in truly hap- 


hazard fashion, and as a result we 
have so many children, who, if they 
were silk stockings or boots” they 


would be called “seconds.” 

It is not for us to go out and fight, 
but let us stay at home and work and 
help other people to live.

To obtain the best results a careful 
preparation of the soil is necessary 
and the growod should be firm before 
the seed is sown, If newly dug, tread 
it and then just joosen the top with 
the rake, Instead of sowing in drills, 
measure out the ground and place a 
smal] stick or twig in the soil at each 
station, then drop two or three seeds 


at cach, press into the ground and 
cover wath a little very short, well- 
rotted manure, which will always 


Indicate exactly where you inay expect 
the seedlings to appear and will be 
very helpful in enabling yeu to de- 
tect and keep down the weeds whieh 
come ahead of the germination of 
the flower seeds. The covering of 
inanure will also conserve the mois- 
ture and prevent the caking of the 
sull after rain, 

The general rule, as to the depth 
of covering seeds, is twice the dia- 
meter of the seed, but by ushoe man- 
ure as a covering this depth may be 
doubled, provided that the manure is 
short and dry, 

Just so soon as the seedlings ap- 
pear pull out all but the two strong- 
est and a little later pull out the weak.
